1 . Claims 1-36 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The closest prior art was found to be Neurath et al (US 4,764,369), Horowitz (US 
5,981,163), Horowitz (US 6,214,534), Nur et al (US 6,468,733), and Horowitz (US 6,548,242). 

4. The prior art teaches the use of SD treatment chemicals and phototreatment for the 
inactivation of enveloped and non-enveloped viruses. The prior art however fails to teach the 
applicant's specific method for the treatment of biological products. Specifically, the prior art 
fails to teach the use of either formaldehyde or phenol in a multi-step process involving a second 
incubation step.
